It has 
not been determined whether the air transport regiment is asclyned to a 
special army unit for the emoloyment of ».srachute troops or whether the 
rogiment is at the dissosal of verious arny units for »oarachute btrainone. 
The racio installation on the nerthern end of the munay is prohably a 
landine beacon.

No other source resorted an increase in the occupation of the field. An 
army unit was probably transferred to ‘ltenburg for training purposes, 
something which has been repeatecly observed previously. 

For layout sketch of airficld, see Amex. The jet aireraft, Midels, ore 
probably stationed in Altenburg as an alort squadron. 

It has not been pessitle to idantity the place or date of manufacture of 
the aircraft from the numbers observed on the rudder assemblies. 

Report dees not indicate whether the snoke=2roducing equipment belongs to 
the ficld or whether an army unit oracticed screening the Landinz field. 
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
